4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
of record failed to teach or suggest, a system for processing blocks of pixels from an account 
number on the bank check in the black white image, wherein each block comprises one center 
pixel and eight exterior pixels, and an algorithm that examines each block of pixels, wherein the 
algorithm overwrites the value of the center pixel if; all three pixels along a first edge share a 
first value, and all three pixels along an opposing edge share a second value that is opposite of 
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the first value, and the two exterior pixels residing between the first and second edge share a 
common value. Therefore, in combination with all the other limitations claims 1-6 are 
allowable.
